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Students and the Theatre 

When the writer of the inevitable editorial turns to the subject 
of drama, he is no doubt expected to produce a homily, ex officio, 
-upen- the educational value of "good shows." He is at once met 
by the argument that the enduring reader may be spared, if only 
once, because Montreal has this winter been remarkably free from 
the type of performance in question. The equally patient hack at 
once replies, however, that the present theatrical situation is due to 
temporary causes, while the taste of the student would be no better 
in time of peace. 

The 1 'tired-business-man" fallacy has a good hold on the Uni- 
versities. The student, after a few days or possibly a week spent, 

^presumably, in the search for what melodramatic Munsterberg calls 
"the Eternal V alues," visits- — a vaudeville performance. Now if a 
man is finding his blood beginning to chill from the proverbial 
"much study." by all means let him go to a roaring burlesque show, 
which its warmest admirer would hardly credit with making any 
claim upon the spectator's powers of attention or intellect. But if 
you seek not amusement only, which it is to be hoped is seldom your 
sole aim in attending the theatre, then go to see something really 
worth while; not a hybrid combination of the spectacular with the 
enunciation of some pseudo-philosophy of life, intended to arrest the 
aforesaid "tired-business-man's" attention, and flatter him with the 
idea that he is becoming a keen critic of human nature and the dra- 
matic art. If a theatrical performance brings home to you your ig- 
norance of some branch of literature, if it presents to your view a 
wider field of human sympathy or a new phase of character study, 
if it opens to you untravelled lines of thought or impels you to a 
more defmite course of action — then you may conclude that you 
have advanced a stage, and that vout evening has hot been mis- 
spent.

The one hundred years' peace be- 
tween the Pniled Stales and Great 
Rritain is to be commemorated In Illi- 
nois by the Installation of a bronze 
memorial to the Illinois soldiers of the 
war of 1812 in Memorial Hall at the 
State House at Springfield. The tab- 
let la the work of Miss Nellie V. Wal- 
ker, a sculptor of this city. It is of 
bronze, six feet in height and four 
feet broad, showing in high relief an 
Illinois ranger of 1812 before a block 
fort rose milling old Ft. Dearborn. Ac- 
mompanying it is the Inscription; 

"In memory of the patriotic and he- 
roic pioacer service of Illinois soldiers 
in the war of 1812, erected by the 
Slate of Illinois at the request of the 
United States Daughters of 1812, and 
dedicated upon the close of one hun- 
dred years ol peace between Great 
Britain and the United States, Dec. 24, 
1914. 

"They stood between I heir loved 
ones and the war's desolation." 

The cost of the tablet. 81,200, was 
defrayed by Staie appropriation. It 
will be accepted for the Stale by Gov- 
ernor Dunne. President Udmund J. 
James, of the University of Illinois 
will deliver an addTcss. 

Miss Walker does her work at the 
Midway Studios of Lorado Taft. The 
best known of her produi ts is the 
group at the Art Institute, "Her Son." 
Among her other works are the James 
S. Watson memorial In Chicago, the 
Decker memorial at Battle Creek, the 
Digglns' memorial at Cadillac, Mich., 
and the monument to Chief Kenluk at 
Keokuk, la. Miss Walker is now at 
work on a colossal fountain :o repre- 
sent the triumphant rise of Chicago 
after the fire of 1871.— C. S. Monitor.

M. Mathieu the n went on to say that 
he appreciated, and he felt sure tha 
members themselves appreciated id" 
importance of the Cercle Français, 
in assisting the students to learn to 
speak French. He laid great stress 
on sp^.iking Preach t\s distinguished 
from writing and reading It, lor ho 

said he had known several cases 
of persons who, although they could 
read and write French perfectly well. 
coul<l not speak it be.-a-uic they hid 
never had the courage to start. The 
French Club, he said, provided an In- 
formal atmosphere in which the stu- 
dents could apeak Frenc.t without fear 
of being ridiculed on account of their 
mistakes. Nevertheless, he continued, 
the effort ahould r\<l. be< vxmftncdl 
to these meetings, but me should be 
determined to speak French whenever 
occasion offered. Tills, he submitted 
as the only Infalible method of learning; 
tin language. He, t.ien referred to the 
unfortunat? relations existing between 
French and Kngilsi in tills city, not 
lha.t there was any untl'lendllnesa be- 
tween them, but simply that each 
class kept to itself' h id lt s own clubs 
and activities and thus precluded to a 
great extent, the intercommunication 
which alone could lead to each learn- 
ing the language of the oth-.-r. 

This address was loudly applauded 
and after one or two matters of busi- 
ness had been attended to the meet- 
ing broke up.

Picture Its History and 
Purpo se in Pagea nt Drama 

College Started in 1815 and to Celebrate its Centenary this Year 
Has Arranged List of Elaborate Ceremonies jo Mark 
the Event — History One of Steady Growth 



Princeton Senior Council 
Adopts a New System For . 
Choice of Members of Body 

Methods of Election Are Changed and Number of Members Is 
Cut From 23 to 18— Blackball System of Voting 
in Council Itself Dropped 



Changes in the method of election 
to the Princeton Senior Council have 
been completed by the 1915 Council 
and will become operative In the elec- 
tion of members to the 1916 body. The 
purpose of the revision was to secure 
a wider representation from the Senior 
Class and to red'uc the actual mem- 
bership of the body. The latter 
change will tend toward greater ef- 
ficiency, it Is believed. 

According to the plans which will 
govern the choice of Council mem- 
bers from 1916, eleven of the eighteen 
men who will comprise the Council 
will be named next .lune by the 1915 
Council- Five of the remainder wii. 
bo selected by the Council at Its or- 
ganization next fall and two will be 
chosen by the Senior Class at a gen- 
eral election. Heretofore, the. class 
has had no voice determining the com- 
position of the body. 



The Faculty of Prln.'eton University

In celebrating Ita first centenary, 
Alleghany College of Meadvllle. Pa- 
nas planned a list, of ceremonies to 
take place In June which will Include 
a pageant and an educational confer- 
ence that Is to bring together ambas- 
sador*, college presidents, and pro- 
minent educators from all parts of the 
country. 

Since its founding In 1815 Alleg- 
hany College has preserved a bond of 
sympathy with the New England 
States avhirh Is due to a large 1 extent 
to Its founder, Timothy Aldeti, and to 
several New England famille» who 
have given ardent support. Among 
tlii- latter are the Winthrnps and the 
llenlleys. Many Alleghany graduates 
have entered th" graduate Krhools of 
Vew England universities, and in par- 
ticular. Harvard University has been 
supplied with a number of mo-u suc- 
cessful students. 

STARTED II Y HARVARD MAN. 

Timothy Alden. who had been a 

minister in Portsmouth, and several 

other New Knglnnd towns, was ii Har- 
vard Kraduate and a relative of the 
famous John Alden. He first became 
Interested In th" region around what 
H now Meadvllle through the Holland 
Land Company. The community then 
was small, but Alden felt there was 
urgent need In the neighborhood for 
an institution of hlgbar learning. 



There was no separate building for 
the now college at the atart, so Alden 
I was obliged to teach his scholars In 
lis own house until aid was forthcom- 
ing from the Rev. Mr. Bentley, of Sa- 
lem. In 1830 the establishment pass- 
ed Into the hands of the Eric Confer- 
ence of Methodists and became a 
Methodl.it College. 

Alleghany's whole history has been 
one of steady growth in the face of 
what were at first heavy financial 
odds. Through th.- persistent efforts 
of President Crawford, who has held 
his position for the last twenty years, 
the property and enrolment of the 
college have increased by leaps and 
bounds. In the early seventies a 
change to c-veduouticn was made. The 
total membership Is now about four 
hundred. 

MISSIONARIES GRADUATED. 

Grounds and buildings that are not- 
eil for their beauty overlook the town 
.if Meadvllle from an elevation. From 
almost nothing, a college h a .M grown 
up which la now reputed as one of tho 
best of Its size In the country. A list 
o* distinguished graduates prove Its 
success. 

As a result of the Intense mission- 
ary feeling whioh has always charac- 
terized Its work, many eminent mis- 
sionaries have been produced. Alden 
Mmself accomplished a great deal 



among the Indians Of the women 
graduates, Miss Ida Tarbell. writer, 
perhaps, stands foremost, 

The graduate choice of a pageant, 
as part of a general scheme of cere- 
monies. Is to use (he clearest and most 
striking way to set the history and 
work of the college before the public. 
Professor IJakcr, of dramatic litera- 
ture at Harvard and master of page- 
ants, was commissioned to write the 
book. 

As a pageant master and drama 
authority Profes.-w Baker Is well 
known. He Is the founder of the "47 
Work Shop," at which now plays are 
tried out at Harvard and Kadcllffe. 
He has done much work In pageants, 
notable examples of whioh are the 
I'eterboro, N.H., pageant several years 
ago and the Hollis pageant a year ago 
la..- 1 spring. 

PAGEANT UNDER WAY. 

Last month the committee in charge 
mei In New York to make arrange- 
ments. Sub-commlltoea were ap- 
pointed to look after the details, and 
consultation was held with Professor 
Maker .with whom the chairman, Paul 
atuTtevant of Plttsbura, will co-oper- 
ate. 

It is Intended to sU*e the pageant In 
Bentley Hall three times, on June 21, 
22 and 24. This Is the first hall erect- 
ed at the college. Some idea of the 
size of the performance can be gained 
when one considers that every one of 
the 400 students will take' part.

A plan to make uniform rules for 
water polo as It Is played at present 
throughout the country was advanced 
by Mr. V. w. Leuhrlng, of Princeton, 
at a recent meetim; of the National 
Collegiate. A A., hdd In Chicago. Wat- 
er polo 13 played a' but five colleges 
In the blast, though a water basket- 
ball, which is similar to water polo 
Is played in the ' west. 

The convention recognised water 
polo as an Intercollegiate sport, .but 
referred tho prçjiosîd mlcs to the 
Committee On ffWhnming in order that 
the Western members might have, an 
opportunity to consider them and sug- 
gest changes. This committee is com- 
peted of Dr. R. T. Mackenzie of Penn- 
sylvania, chairman; F. W. !*uhrins, 
of Princeton; Dr. Ree-,1, of Chicago, 
and Paul Wor'.hln?ton, of Harvard. 

CHANGES IN RULES. 

The changes suggested relata for 
the most part,, to . personal and tech- 
nical fouls, the penalty ^for the former 
being a free throw from the thirty 
foot mark with thi goal ungarded- 
and the penalty for tho latter belli; 
a free throw from tho fifteen-foot 
mark also with the goa.l unguarded. 

The rules in addition, aim to do 
aAvay with Indiscriminate tackling 
making It a foul to tackle any man 
except the one with the ball or a 
man within four fov. of the ball. It 
is thought that Chicago, Illinois, and 
probably Wisconsin will a^ree lo theso 
changes. 

The swimming rulw Were left un- 
changed, except that the back-stroke 
and breust-slroke wtro recognized. 

In regard to making water polo 
more unlfr>rm throughout the entire 
country, Mr. Prank Sullivan. Director 
of Swimming, made the following 
statement: 

"That water polo Is popular in the 
East goes without saying, for 11 is a 
known fact that /should the personal 
contact gams be 'eHmina.ted fronv the 
Eastern IntercolleRjtlte programme; a. 1 
corporal's guard would not come out 
for the mec-te. while as It is, swim- 
ming and polo rank first among the 
minor sports at Yale and Trincetort.

FRANCE. 

The fighting between Soiasons and 
Uion is still very fierce. The advance 
• •f the Allies on Laon still progreesiBg, 

but being met with a determined re- 
sistance by the enemy. In this region 

the French artillery is doing splendid 

work against the batteries Of the tier- 
man artillery. 

i>n Ihe North Western theatre of 
war the Allies are still victorious. The 
French artiller> did great damage to 
the Oerman earthworks and trenches, 
particularly in the region of Ypres 
and Nleuport 

The news concerning Spur 132 is 
.still very favorable, and the French 
offlcuil statement of Jan, 13 shows 
than. thoiiKh the fighting In this re 
glon Is very heavy, and the Hermans 
have brought forward large reserves, 
the French are still In posesaton "f the 
hills to the west of Spur I3L'. The 
Frenrh were ohltued to retire slichtly 
on the east. 

The French commue to win in Al- 
sace, special efforts being put forth to 
gain occupation ,.f ihe heights south 
of Cernay, These heights would he 
of great tactical value to the French, 
on account of the command of the 
country which would be gained b> the 
artillery. 

RUSSIA. 

The Russians are expecting a new- 
attack on another point in their lines, 
and are reinforcing their enttlre line 
from the extreme north to the P|llca 
River. If t'he Russians are successful 
In holding the Hermans In check for 
the next few weeks, the latter will 
have to abandon their offensive In Po- 
land until next .summer. By ihe mid- 
dle of March the rains set in, flooding 
the entire country, and in this way 

making all military operations Impos- 
sible. 

ENGLAND. 

Although no official mention has 
been made, there is a persistent report 
in England that two German submar- 
ines were sunk While attacking Dover 
harbor. They are reported to have 
heon fired upon by land forts. 

For the last few days we have been 
petting disquieting rumours of air 
craft over th* Channel and Channel 
towns 

ITALY, 

Italy seems to be on the brink of 
entering the war. This is shown by 
the fact that numbers of Hermans 
have he-en closing up their business 
connections In ItaJy, and returning to 
Germany.
